Air Proposal Made Again 


Mosquito Control Decision Put Off 


‘The South Bay City Commis- 

sion seemed interested Tues- 
day but declined to act on:a 
proposal to control itoes 
within the city by aerial 
spraying. 

For the second consecutive 
year, Ag-Air President How- 
ard Barker proposed the city 
take to the air to bombard the 
bugs and the commission said 
they would eonsider the 
proposal and would probably 
let him know somethíng in 
about a month. 

Barker told the commission 
he thought the use of aerial 
applications has proven satis- 
factory in Belle Glade and 
Clewiston and said those 
have both recently signed 
two-year contracts with him 
afier experimenting with his 
service for a year each. 

He said he wouldn't be able to 
submit a bid as low as his 
iwoyear contract with Belle 


Glade because his price of 29 
cents per acre per application 
was submitted before the 
recent drastic increase in the 
price of gasoline. 

One‘ proposal the commission 
made to cut costs would be 
that Barker spray the South 
Bay area at the same time he 
sprayed Belle Glade. 

Barker said that would cut his 
costs because it would cost him 
almost as much to spray South 
Bay alone as South Bay and 
Belle Glade together, since he 
has to tear down and clean the 
system every time he, uses it.

Inclusion of the fourlaning 
projects for SR80 and U.S. 27 
in the Federal Highway 
Administration priority pri 
ry program would mean 
iot much right now" accord 
ing to onw state official. 

Florida Department of Trans- 
portation spok n Terry 
Graham said Florida's share of 
the program would be so small 
and the pri SR80 and 
US27 are so low, they may not 

helped by the national 
"junior Interestate" building 
program. 
The two are included in the 
list of 16 projects totalling 
209.6 miles of four-laning 
recommended last wee for 
inclusion in the federal funding 
program. 

The problem is, according to 
Miss Graham, that although 
the 1973 F 
has already 
state to receive $2.78 million in 
the current fiscal year, 
million in the 1974-75 ye 
$8.36 million in the 197576 
year. no authorization has 
tome for any state to spend 
any of the money. 

Besides, the three year total 
for Florida amounts to little 
more than $16 million and DOT 
officials estimate Florida's 
primary road needs under the 
program would total more than 
$433.2 million. 

Since the Congressionally 
appropriated funds for the 
three year period amount to no 
more {һап $600 million, and no 
word having been received yet 
on how any of the funds can be 
spent, little help is expected 

the. джо. projects. 
The DOT ranked the SRBO 
project number four on the list 
with US27 following a distant 
12th and Miss Graham said she 
thought that, once authoriza 
tion is given, the state will 
probably spend the moncy on 
the top few projects rather 
than spread it thin. 

“If you four-lane a mile or two 
here and a mile or two there,” 
she said, “that's exactly what 
you've got.’ 
To qualify for the program, a 
road ‘must bear heavy traffic 
loads and be connected directly 
to the Interstate syste 

Chosen by state transporta: 
tion departments, after consul 
tation with local officials, the 
priority primary highways 
must be ranked based on 
safety, traffic congestion, 
traffic volume, system integra- 
tion, service to . population 
center, industries and other 
traffic generators and usage by 
trucks and buses.

Chuck arrived right at lunch time.

He never left this office, not even to 
eat, until he finished the job.
